THE CEREAL CBOP.| 


Tke Slonthly Report of tUo Department 


of Agriculture. 


WASHIKOTOK, September 10.—The Se'p- 


tomber crop reports of the Department 'of 
Agriculture makes the general average of 
corn 91, a reduction of nearly five points. 
Winter wheat, when,harvested, is estim&l- 
ed at 98 4, a rednctio'n from 92 on the 1st 
of July, spring wheat 83.9, an increase 
from 81.2 in August. This makes the gen- 
eral average of all wheat 87.6. The gen- 
eral cocdition of oats is 90, instead of 92.3 
last month; barley, 88.9, instead of 90.6; 
buckwheat, 92.1, instead of 93.2; tobacco, 
76.2, a reduction from 84.4. 
The percent, 


age of stock hogs available for fattening is 
101; the condition is 98. 


The corn crop is a week late. In the 


Ohio valley and the lake region there baa 
been ft marked reduction of condition dur- 
ing the last month from drought, following 
tht heavy raini of the early Summer. In 
Ohio and Indiana there was previous in- 
jury of bottom land crops by floods. 


In Michigan and Wisconsin the effects 


of the drought and other influences are 
most injurious. 
There is complaint of 


drought west of the Mississippi. It is too 
late in the season for a serious redaction. 
West of the Missouri the conditions have 
been more favorable than in any other part 
of tho country nnd the crop is very large, 


la the seven surplus States the figures 


for condition ore: Ohio, 81, loss 6 points; 
Indiana 81, loss 6 points; Illinois 87, loss 
3 points; Iowa 91, loss C points; Missouri 
93, loss 3 points; Kansas 98, Nebraska 96. 
The reduction in Winter wheat as compar- 
ed with the Ju'.y report is in New York, 
Pennsylvanis, Michigan, California and in 
soms of the southern StaUs. The quality 
of Western grain, as shown by its grading, 
is comparatively poor and will effect tbe 
weigh! and intrinsic value. The condition 
of spring wheat is reported higher than in 
August in fee northern portion of the belt 
and slightly lower in Iowa and Nebraska.
